( THE OLD PORTAGE ROAD. 


Bailt by Pennsylvania With Material 
Brought From England. | 

For some time prior to 1800 travel 
@cross Pennsylvania had been in ca- 
foes and in river barges propelled by 
poles or slong the shores of rivers by 
horse and foot and by intervening 
Portages on Indian trails, connecting 
Points on the different rivers. ‘The 
Philadelpbja-Pittsburg ational pike 
was built upon such a substantial basta 
that wherever undisturbed one still 
finds the gracefully modeled Bs of 
solid masonry almost intact affr more 
than a century has passed. ‘the com- 
pletion Old Portage railroad by 
the stat® $f Penusylyania in 1834 put 
gn end to the time honored “couch and 
@ix,” with the many picturesque and 
Commodious inns and taverns along the 
line of this broad macadamized toll 
toad, which with its substantial con- 
atruction was in point of endurance 
Second only to the Roman military 
roads of Great Britain. 

This Old Portaye road was construct- 
ed from materia) brought from Eng 
land. The British government sent 
over experienced engineers to instruct 
the Americans in the running of the 
Stationary steam engines used upon 
the inciiaeé planes of the road in the 
Allegheny mountains. The railroad’s 
highest point wits about 2,700 feet 
Qbove sea level, being only 200 feet 
lower than the neighboring hill, which 
is the highest point of the Allegheny 
mountaips in Penusylyania, The road 
consisted of ten planes, five of which 
Were on either side of the mountain 
and intervening levels, In 18385 the 
canal boats were so constructed that 
they could be taken in sections and 
hauled over the mountain on flat cars 
without disturbing their cargoes. The 
rails’ were secured to stone sleepers, 
twenty inches square, which were sunk 
{n the ground. 

On the Old Portage road the best 
time for the forty miles between HEfol- 
Nidaysburg and Johustown was twelve 
hours, Bxpress trains on the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad now run a closely par 
tule! distance over the Allegheny moun- 
tains in a trifle over ove hour. The 
passenger trnific on the road In those 
days wags usually limited to on 
each Way a day, with a capacity 
thirty passengers.

Damage by Cut Worms 


Damage by cut worms to grain 
and garden corps having been re- 
ported from various parts of Al- 
berta, the Department of Agric |- 
ture at Edmonton, makes the fol- 
lowing suggestions towards com- 
bating the attack. 

Culworms are the laryae of cer- 
tain moths and their habit is to 
feed at night and remain an inch 
or so under the surface of the 
ground in the daytime. A thor- 
ough harrowing will turn many of 
them to the surface, and if this is 
on & Warm, sunshine day, and the 
harrowing is followed by a roller, 
a good many of the creatures will 
be crushed. 

For gardens, beet ficlds and 
other small areas, Dr, Fletcher, 
Botanist and Entomologist of the 
Dominion Experimental Farms, 
recommends placing here and there 
bundles of any succulent weed or 
other vegetation such as alfalfa, 
which have been dipped in a mix- 
ture of paris green and water one 
The cutworms eat 


themselves and die. In hot, dry

Cabbages and other garden 
transplants should be planted with 
a piece of stout tin around them. 
Thi. prevents the caterpillars yett- 
If paper is u3- 
edit should be wrepped loosely 
around the sicm, just above the 
root so that it will not interfere 
with the growth of the plant, and 
may be easily lifted away after 
the plants are established and the 
danger of attack is over. Hand- 
picking or diggicrg out the cut— 
worms whenever a plant is seen to 
be cut off, should of course always 
be practised. 

Dr, Fletcher says the most re— 
markably effective remedy against 
cutworms is poisoned bran mash. 
This is made by mixing half a 
pound of paris green with fifty 
pounds of slightly moistened bran. 

To make it, dampen a little of 
the bran with water containing a 
little sugar, dust on some of the 


paris green and go on adding bran, | 
paris green and water till the mix- 


ture is all made up. When ready 
for use it should run easily 
through the fingers without ad- 
hering. 

ln gardens a little of this can be 
sprinkled by hand around such 
plants as are liable to attack. 
When crops ara plant:d in rows, a 
convenient way is to make the 
mixture rather dry and then dis- 
tribute it by means of a Plante Jr. 
or other wheel seeder. 

In growing crops, the mixture 
can be distributed by means of a 
shingle and can be easily thrown 
to a distance of twenty feet. 

Care should be taken to prevent 
domestic animals having access to 
the poisoned bran, although cases 
of injury from the mixture are ex- 
tremely rare and indeed it is ques 
tionable if there is really an auth- 
entic case on record, of poultry 
being poisoned by this remedy, 
yet some precaution is always 
wise,—Journal.
